Buz little encouragoment wns ‘given by His 
Excellency the Governor in the Legislative 
Council the othor day to the, advocates of a 
reduction in the light dacs, Tt is not often 


.\that the Hon, F. B, Joungow affords op- 


portunity for dissent from his views on publio 
questions, espeosially commorcinl ones. . His 
logic is usually xo convincing, and bis argu. 
ments put 0 clearly, that there is little 
left .for the. critic but to endorse 
and’ reiterate ‘the hon. gentleman's proposi- 
‘tions, His spesch on the light dues is no 
exception to the general rula, and theordtic- 
ally hy whtoubtedly made out a good case. 
We havo already contended, when this sab- 
ject waa first mooted in the early part of last 
your, thatthe light dues ought not to be 
looked upon asa source ‘of revenue, but at 
tho saino timo wo anticipated that in view of 
tho larga public works actually in progress or 
shartly to be undertaken thoro was but little 
likelibood of the Secrotary of Statu consent- 
ing to any remission of taxution whatever. 
And it mast -bo wdmitted tuat the refusal to 
spagnt to a roduction in the light dues at the 
present time may be supported by some ar- 
guments, which, if they do not, affect the 
principle on which the dues ought to bo ud- 
usted, nevortheless have. scme practical

ferponses. A vessel of 1,000 tons, 
for instance, has to pay $10, and thia is the 
only port charge she is called: upon .to pay. 
The payment of such an inconsidorable eury, 
as this cannot possibly be consttued into any 
practical hardship. Mr, Jounson, however, 
attacks tho dues, as to their prosent amount, 
on: principle. “Phe levying of dues to a 
greater umount than is necossary'to maintain 
tha lights, bo argues, is opposed to tho pring 
ciple of free and wneastricted. intercourse, 
ithatit is contrary to all sound priuciples, 
that it is opposed to the practice of other 
countries, that it is inpolitic, and that it ia 
not galled for .by any considerations of fins 
ance, The Govurvonr, in reply, saya the 
world never has boan, and ‘nevor will. bo 
governed by pure logic, and that thore-aro 
anomalies in tho fiscal relations of -all coun. 
tries, Mr. Jounson, while saying that he 
thought ‘tho best thing for the Qolony 
would bo to ubolish tho dues oltogether, 
did not attack the principle of, lavying 
dugs sufficient’ to covor the exponso ‘of 
maintaining the lights, but only the 
levying of a-larger amount thou is. ro- 
quired for that purpose and the incorpora. 
tion of tho balanéa. with the general rovenuo 
of the Colony, Butii the principlo be con- 
ceded that the shipping should pay for the 
lights, it. might be urgued with, some forca 
Ubat there are othor expenses to which it 
should contribiato, the cost of the Harbour
